Applicants provisionally elect Group I, with traverse, and, accordingly, provisionally 
elect claims 1-6. 

This restriction is traversed for two reasons. First, the Examiner cites PCT Rule 13.1 in 
support of his position that the application contains inventions not so linked as to form a single 
inventive concept. However, Rule 13.2 states: 

Where a group of inventions is claimed in one and the same international application, the 
requirement of unity of invention referred to in Rule 13.1 shall be fulfilled only when 
there is a technical relationship among those inventions involving one or more of the 
same or corresponding special technical features. The expression "special technical 
features" shall mean those technical features that define a contribution which each of the 
claimed inventions, considered as a whole, makes over the prior art. 

Applicants believe that claims 1 and 7 do share at least one "special technical feature" in 
that each claim recited a "through opening" in the "pivoting part," which is an important 
common inventive feature. 

Second, MPEP 803 provides: "If the search and examination of all the claims in an 
application can be made without serious burden, the Examiner must examine them on the merits, 
even though they include claims to independent or distinct inventions." It is respectfully 
submitted that claims 1 and 7 are so closely related in terms of subject matter that it would not be 
a serious burden for the Examiner to search both claims in the same examination. That the 
claims are related as device and method should not predetermine that they are such distinct 
inventions that a restriction is justified. 
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Thus, it is respectfully requested that the Examiner withdraw the present restriction 
requirement and move forward with examination of all claims.
